I>ep©mls on Protection. 
It is Mr. Hoover’s belief that 
th e P a r a m o u n t consideration 
is 
protection for the American pro­ 
ducer and th a t the wall should 
be Just high enough to keep out 
foreign goods that actually com­ 
pete. T here ar© always, of course, 
foreign articles, which will come 
into America in spite of th e t a r ­ 
iff because som e Americans pre­ 
fer a p articular style of quality. 
Hut, broadly speaking the basic 
A m erican production depends up­ 
on a tariff wall that actually ex­ 
cludes outside competition. 
The 
president-elect 
conceives 
th e entire economic stru ctu re of 
today as dependent upon real pro­ 
tection.

A note received yesterday from 
th e mysterious “ K. K.“ said. “ I 
only wanted her with me for a 
while because she resembles my 
dead wife so much.”

By a vote of 65 to IS the Sen­ 
ate approved the measure intro­ 
duced by Senator Jones, Republi­ 
can, W ashington, after

days of debate celebrated

clash of views between Borah of 
Idaho and Reed of Missouri 
on 
the dry question. 
The Senate softened the propo­ 
sal to increase the maximum pen­ 
alty in such a way as to 
make 
them applicable to first 
offen­ 
ders approving a 
provision 
In 
the bill which declared It to be 
the sense of th e Senate th at ju d g ­ 
es. 
when 
Imposing 
sentence*, 
“should 
discriminate 
between 
casual or slight 
violations 
and 
habitual 
sales 
of 
intoxicating 
liquor or attem pts 
to 
co m m e r­ 
cial violations of the prohibition 
law." 
No Effect on Minimum 
The bill did not 
affect 
m ini­ 
mum penalties already Incorpor­ 
ated in th e Volstead Act. Under 
the present 
law* th e 
maxim um 
penalty is a fine of $$,000 or kl* 
m onths imprisonment, 
'or both, 
for first offenses, and $2,000 fin® 
with five years imprisonment for 
subsequent offenses.

Cooks, Mich., Feb. 19.— (Spec­ 
ia l)— George F. 
Gray, 
of 
this 
place, by no means an old man, 
but a veteran of the woods, has 
started hauling his 
products 
to 
the local depot for shipment. 
Mr. Gray owns several forties 
of land located about two miles 
south of this village, and perhaps 
better known as 
W arner’s 
lake, 
swamp. 
Sixteen men are actual­ 
ly 
engaged 
in 
cutting 
in 
the 
woods . 
In 
addition 
to 
these, 
there are five more men and the 
same number of teams who are at 
■work hauling to the depot. 
The present shipment consists 
of about three hundred cords of 
pulpwood, mostly balsam, which 
is being shipped to Nigara, Wis. 
Posts and ties also are being cut. 
Mr. Gray hopes 
to 
ship 
about 
12,000 posts and nearly half that 
num ber of ties later in the sea­ 
son. 
The posts and ties are not 
yet sold but there will be no dif­ 
ficulty in disposing of them when 
the proper time arrives. 
Mr. Gray uses no machinery in 
his work, but all horse power and 
man power, and he believes that 
for the conditions under which he 
works, that his method is much 
more economical. 
has been 
greatly handicapped this 
season 
by poor roads. 
Plenty of snow, 
but it has been so very cold that 
it was impossible to get the road 
in good shape for hauling. 
The 
hauling route strikes out immedi­ 
ately on leaving the woods, over 
the U. S. 2 highway for a sh ort 
r 


distance. 
The center 
of 
this 
road is almost bare due to the 
use of the road plow. 
The rest 
of the r o u te lies along the bed of 
the 
old 
Garden 
Bay 
Railroad 
right up to the depot. 
Mr. Gray spends practically all 
of his winters, and much of the 
other seasons of the year, in the 
woods, and he knows them from 
A to Z. 
W inter activities In the woods 
around here are not nearly what 
they used to be in the past, but 
considering the fact that the lum ­ 
bering age is considered a past 
a g e , this will be a busy winter for 
many Cooks people. 
There may 
be an odd jobber or two taking 
out as much or more than Mr. 
Gray, but there are quite a few 
others through the district who 
are cutting smaller amounts. 
If 
it were possible to correctly sum 
up the proceeds from all the vari­ 
ous camps around here, it would 
represent a considerable sum. The 
employment 
afforded 
so 
many 
men this winter will be appreciat­ 
ed by the community generally, 
more or so on account of the fact 
that so little has yet been realised 
from the potato crop, which in 
normal seasons is the “ big crop” 
depended on by the average farm ­ 
er of this district.

Seed—Kuhn 


B. D. Kuhn, farm crops special 
1st of Michigan State college, ad­ 
dressed well-attended meetings of 
farmers at Stonington 
and 
Dan­ 
forth yesterday, discussing the vari­ 
ous phases of seed problems 
He 
will hold a meeting at the Rapid 
River community building this aft- 
ernon and at the Perkins town hall 
this evening. 
A strong germ ination quality is 
one of the main 
essentials 
of 
seed. Mr. Kuhn told the fanners, 
for if a seed will grow it is very 
evident that no plant can be pro­ 
duced, and thus there will be un 
returns. 
“Not only is it necessary that 
seed germinate but 
they 
must 
show a good, strong sprout or a 
weak plant will result.*’ he said. 
“Good barley should show a germ i­ 
nation of 95 per cent. 
Mr. Kuhn presented a tAble of 
figures ehowing the loss per acre 
from planting barley that germin 
ates only 6U per cent, which was 
as follows: 
Rate of seeding two bushels per 
acre— 40 bushels. 
Rate of seeding 1.2 bushels per 
acre— .10 bushels. 
Ixw* of $7.60 per acre 
Cost of enough 60 per cent germ­ 
inating seed to equal the two bush- 
t ie of certified seed (3 1-3 bushers) 
ISAS. 
“Plant only seed of strong germ­ 
ination.” Mr. Kuhn 
advised 
the 
fanners. 
“Freedom 
from 
weed 
seeds is also essential. 
Most of 
(»ur troublesome farm weeds have 
been planted on our farms In the 
seed we h ave planted for crops. 
“Quark grass has largely been 
distributed through hay. clover and 
grass seed; Canada thistle through 
oats; wild buckwheat in all grain 
(Tops. and buckhorn In clover. 
"Weeds reduce crop yields and 
decrease also the quality of the 
. rop. Green weed seeds make har­ 
vesting difficult because they are 
slow to dry.*'

PRAISED IN EAST. 
New* York. Feb. 19 —(ZP)—With 
only a few' dissenting voices, east 
em college coaches today raised a 
loud paean of praise for changes 
made in the football rules by the 
national football rules committee. 
Most of the coaches, commenting 
on the changes at the request of 
the 
Associated 
Press, 
confined 
themselves to the new rule making 
a fumbled ball recovered by the de­ 
fensive side dead at tho point of 
recovery. 
The dissenters, and they included 
such figures as Lou Young of the 
University of Pennsylvania; Major 
Frank W. Cavanaugh, of Fordhum; 
William J. Bingham, director of 
athletics at Harvard, and Larry 
BaJikart. former 
Dartmouth 
and 
Colgate coach, objected to the rule 
change on the ground that it re­ 
moved from the game one of Its 
most thrilling plays—the run for 
touchdown or long gain after re­ 
covery of a fumble. 
Major Cavanaugh, although grant­ 
ing that the rule was "fair enough" 
regretted that another thrill thus 
passed out of tho football picture. 
Bingham expressed the same opin­ 
ion but Bankart put a different 
slant on the matter. 
"Making the other team that ap­ 
plies tile greater pressure," he said. 
"I am inclined to think this rule 
will help the gambling team that 
is behind and make it gamble still 
more heavily." 
Others Disagree. 
On the other side of the fence 
W'ere arrayed such coaches as Joe 
McKenney. 
Boston 
college; 
Ira 
Bodgers. West Virginia; Bob Wad­ 
ded, Carnegie Tech.; Andy Kerr.
